The ocean is 
the boss for 
these fishermen

Crab fishing season began Dec. 1, 
but with swells more than 10 feet tall 
pounding the Mendocino coast much 
of the week, many fishermen are 
keeping their boats docked and safe 
while cutting their potential losses as 
many were forced to leave their traps 
in the ocean. And at an average of 
nearly $150 per trap it could be an 
expensive delay for a profession 
often considered one of the most 
dangerous in the world. 

“There’s a possibility of losing 
some of the traps and equipment,” 
said Tom Lemons Tuesday. Lemons 
has fished for crab for nine years, 
and was working diligently to keep 
his 50-foot boat, “Taratino, Jr.,” 
docked and his equipment safe. “We 
stand to lose at least some of our 
traps to this storm. In fact, I’d say 
there’s a 100 percent chance.” 

On Tuesday the storm was 700 
miles off the California coast, but its 
long-distance reach caused swells 
upward of 15 feet throughout 
Wednesday. With another storm 
expected to bring more heavy rain 
and tides this weekend, it appears it 
won’t be anytime soon before the 
boats return to the ocean. Lemons’ 
friend Richard Daniels, a crab fisher- 
man with more than 40 years experi- 
ence, explained that delays are all 
part of the territory and the sea’s ulti- 
mate plan. 

“The ocean tells you when to 


come and go,” Daniels 
said. 

Lemons further 
explained Tuesday that 
although storms like these 
are expected, it seems 
they come later and later 
each year. Daniels said as 
recent as 15 years ago he 
and his other sea-bound 
comrades would expect 
December to be the worst 
month for storms, but it 
hasn’t been the case 
recently. 

When weather permits 
Lemons said a typical 
crab fishing trip can last 
upwards of two months, 
and requires a crew of at 
least three people. At all 
times in the boat Lemons 
said one person will be 
driving the boat while the 
others run the winch, also 
known as crab block, pre- 
pare the bait and measure 
the crabs. 

Lemons explained that 
preparing the bait can be a time-con- 
suming task with as many as 450 
traps to prepare for each trip. In addi- 
tion to the traps, bait and patience, 
Lemons and Daniels agreed that one 
of the essentials for crab fishing is 
luck and experience. 

“This is my job. My job is fishing 
and that’s what we do,” Lemons said. 

While Lemons’ thoughts seem 
simple enough, Daniels explained 
that it’s not just calm waters, full 
baskets and big paychecks in the life 
of a crab fisherman. 

“In this business there’s a lot of 
competition and jealousy,” Daniels 
said as smoke from his cigar filled 
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Stacks of crab cages are ready for the 
season on a Fort Bragg fishing boat. 


the air. “You’ve got to be a hero once 
in a while. If you don’t like fishing, 
then you don’t belong on the ocean 
in this business.” 

For Daniels, who said fishing is in 
his blood, it’s not just about recogni- 
tion, but also a chance to watch his 
own fears and concerns melt away 
into the horizon. 

“It’s not for the money,” Daniels 
said sincerely. “Most guys do it 
because they like it. As soon as you 
go through the jetties the world dis- 
appears. Crabbing produces a lot of 
tourists and people. It’s a big deal 
and not just for us.”

Crane 
chosen 
next

The game of musical chairs 
for the mayor and vice mayor 
position at the Ukiah City 
Council will resume at its 
Dec. 19 meeting after a unan- 
imous vote named Doug 
Crane mayor and Phil 
Baldwin -- who previously 
served as vice mayor in 2006 
-- vice mayor Wednesday 
night. Both Crane and 
Baldwin will begin their new 
positions at the Dec. 19 meet- 
ing. 

Crane was elected to the 
council three years ago and in 
his time served he said he has 
worked to make the council a 
team effort while also keeping 
sight of the public’s needs. 

“My view is that the coun- 
cil serves the community bet- 
ter if we each view the others 
as equals, and we’re in it ina 
joint effort to get the people’s 
business done,” Crane said 
Thursday. “That means we 
must be willing to follow and 
lead in turn so that it’s clear 
we view each other as equals. 
It’s a formality to have a pre- 
siding officer, but it is among 
equals.” 

The process of naming a 
new mayor and vice mayor 
was determined at the Dec. 6, 
2006 meeting of the council 
after voters gave permission 
to eliminate elections for 
mayor. After discussions and 
public input regarding the 
idea of determining the mayor 
based on votes received in the 
election, it was determined 
that seniority would be the 
determining factor in which 
councilmembers would move 
into the positions of mayor 
and vice mayor each year. 
The motion ultimately passed 
by a vote of 4-1, with 
Councilmember John 
McCowen dissenting. As the 
only councilmembers with 
two years left in their terms,

Granite leads in green cleaning says state

Granite Construction 
Company’s Ukiah facility will 
next week receive the Model 
Pollution Prevention Shop 
certification from the state. 

“Granite’s Ukiah operation 
is the first Mendocino County 
business to receive this 
award,” said Granite’s North 
Coast Branch Manager Pat 
Traverso in a letter. “Granite 


is also the first construction 
company in California to 
receive this honor.” 

The certification, given out 


by the California 
Environmental Protection 
Agencies Department of 


Toxic Substances Control, is 
based on a business voluntari- 
ly meeting a several guide- 
lines outlined by the EPA for 
the handling of toxic waste. 
Shops that meet DTSC 


standards are awarded the cer- 
tification 

“We award them our ban- 
ner so they can show they’re 
greening their shop,” said 
DTSC Supervising Scientist 
Valetti Lang. 

Shops can handle toxins in 
a number of different ways, 
Lang said, including using 
water based cleaners instead 
of solvents and using a 
“hydrophobic mop” which 


cleans up oil while repelling 
water, leaving an oil soaked 
mop head that can be disposed 
of. 

“What Granite has done is 
embraced our program and 
developed their own,” Lang 
said. 

Lang said Granite is the 
first large contractor in 
California to adopt the pro- 
gram and the first non-govern- 
mental vehicle fleet. 


Previously, DTSC had been 
working with smaller machine 
and auto shops. 

“The breakthrough into a 
non-governmental fleet was a 
very important,” said EPA 
Spokesperson Carol Northrup. 

In addition to their Ukiah 
facility, Granite has also 
received certification for 10 
other sites including those in 
French Camp, Stockton and 
Fresno.

Police release first images of Omaha 
mall gunman; show teen raising gun 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — In the first surveillance images 
released of a teenage gunman’s shopping mall rampage, the 
shaggy-haired assailant can be seen raising an assault rifle to 
fire in front of a department store mannequin. 

Police released three still images Friday, two days after 19- 
year-old Robert A. Hawkins killed eight people and himself at 
Westroads Mall’s Von Maur store. 

The images at first show Hawkins walking into the mall 
unarmed, wearing glasses, a black zippered sweat shirt over a 
black T-shirt with a white logo. Six minutes later, he returns and 
strides through an entrance decked with holiday decorations, an 
apparent bulge under his clothing. In the last image, he is 
shown with his sleeves rolled up, aiming the AK-47 to fire. 

The images appear to contradict earlier reports that the gun- 
man had a military-style haircut and entered the mall wearing a 
camouflage vest. 

Moments after Hawkins entered the mall, authorities would 
be flooded with 911 calls about the gunfire. One was from Jodi 
Longmeyer, a human resources manager at Von Maur, who 
agonized with the operator while barricaded in an employee 
locker room at the store. 


Democrats voice outrage, seek probe 
into CIA destruction of tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congressional Democrats Friday 
demanded a full Justice Department investigation into whether 
the CIA obstructed justice by destroying videotapes that docu- 
mented the harsh 2002 interrogations of two alleged terrorists. 

A day after CIA Director Gen. Michael Hayden told agency 
employees the tapes were destroyed in 2005, members of 
Congress, human rights groups and lawyers for accused terror- 
ists said the tapes may have been key evidence that the U.S. 
government had illegally authorized torture. 

White House press secretary Dana Perino said Friday that 
President Bush did not have any recollection about the tapes or 
about their destruction. But she could not rule out White House 
involvement in the tapes’ destruction, saying that she asked 
only the president about it, not others. 

Perino refused to comment on whether the destruction could 
represent obstruction of justice or a threat to cases against ter- 
rorism suspects. She said that if the attorney general decides to 
investigate, “of course the White House would support that.” 

In a letter to Attorney General Michael Mukasey, the 
Senate’s No. 2 Democrat, Senate Democratic Whip Dick 
Durbin of Illinois, asked for a probe of “whether CIA officials 
who destroyed these videotapes and withheld information 
about their existence from official proceedings violated the 
law.”

some, it’s a matter of pride. 
For others, it’s about spread- 
ing the light of the season. 

Whatever the motivation, 
thousands of Jews around the 
world are taking part in 
menorah parades this 
Hanukkah, a twist on the hol- 
iday that’s been gaining pop- 
ularity thanks in part to pro- 
motion of the idea by the 
international Chabad 
Lubavitch group. 

The concept is simple: 
Participants mount large, 
metal menorahs on cars and 
drive through their cities con- 
voy-style sometime during 
the eight-day holiday known 
as the Festival of Light. 

This year, the Chabad 
Lubavitch estimates 100 
cities -- including Moscow, 
Sydney and Los Angeles -- 
will hold parades. Some 
10,000 Jews are expected to 
take part. 

Elizabeth Crawford said 
such events raise awareness 
of Judaism and give Jews 
pride during the holiday sea- 
son, which can be a bit 
Christmas-heavy. 

The 46-year-old caterer 
will put a roughly 2 1/2-foot 
menorah on her silver Honda 
Civic for Chabad’s parade in 
Milwaukee this Sunday. Now 
in its third year, the parade is 
expected to have about 60 
cars starting in the city’s 
downtown and ending up in 
the northern suburbs for a 
public menorah lighting. 
Streets will be blocked off 
throughout the route and the 
convoy will be escorted by 
police. 

“I feel very proud when I 
have it on and during the 
week when I drive around 


and see other people having it 
on,” Crawford said. “I’m 
filled with pride to be part of 
a group of people that are not 
too self-conscious to show 
their Jewishness proudly in 
public.” 

The first menorah parade 
was in 1977 in New York, 
said Rabbi Zalman Shmotkin, 
director of chabad.org, the 
Chabad Lubavitch’s Web site. 
Since then it’s grown to 
dozens of cities around the 
globe because of the group’s 
efforts. 

The Lubavitch movement 
is considered a major force in 
Judaism, with a religious 
focus on prayer and scholar- 
ship, and outreach to less 
observant Jews. In conjunc- 
tion with its 3,300 centers 
around the world, Lubavitch 


holds public menorah lighting 
ceremonies and plans to hand 
out millions of kits this year 
that include menorahs, can- 
dles, a guide to celebrating 
Hanukkah and background on 
its religious meaning. 

Its web site -- 
www.hanukkah.org -- gets 
some 150,000 questions each 
year around the holiday, such 
as, “What’s the correct way 
to spell Hanukkah?” (Either 
“Chanukah” or “Hanukkah” 
is fine, they say, because it all 
depends on translating from 
Hebrew.) 

Hanukkah, which began 
this year on Tuesday evening, 
commemorates religious free- 
dom and the successful fight 
against oppression. It also 
celebrates how a one-day 
supply of oil, that the Jews 


Syrian-Greek occupiers, 
miraculously lasted for eight 
days. 

Shmotkin said the holiday 
has always been publicly cel- 
ebrated, and the original 
teaching was to put the 
menorah in a place where 
people can see it, such as a 
window or doorway. 

“Nowadays with modern 
technology, communication 
and transportation innovation, 
it’s possible to publicize the 
holiday even more,” 
Shmotkin said. “Lighting up 
the streets with the message 
of religious freedom is entire- 
ly in keeping with American 
ideals, and speaks also to our 
responsibility of constantly 
bettering ourselves and trans- 
forming the world around 
us.” 

It’s also fun. 

Deborah Raichman, a 
Houston mother, said her 
young son, his cousins and 
friends crowd into the fami- 
ly’s sport utility vehicle for 
the parades and shout “Happy 
Hanukkah” out the windows. 

Jews can feel left out this 
time of year, she said. Her 
12-year-old son Avrumele 
recently told her he doesn’t 
want to listen to the radio 
because of the constant 
stream of Christmas music. 
But when it’s parade time, 
things change. 

“They get so excited 
because here it’s a statement 
that we are proud. That it’s 
Hanukkah. It’s our day, too, 
and we’re happy to be in 
America where there is room 
for everybody,” she said. “It’s 
not just Christmas. It’s also 
our day.”

UN and Africa 
disgrace themselves 


The American draft of the resolution before 
the U.N. General Assembly could not have 
been any clearer or more vital, especially 
since an increasing number of governments 
and their murderous militias are using rape as 
a political weapon. As reported in The New 
York Times (Nov. 17), America intended to 
condemn "rape used by governments and 
armed groups to achieve political and military 
ends." 

But, as often happens at the spineless, ram- 
pantly disingenuous United Nations, the final 
resolution -- after itself being savaged by 
many self-protecting revisions -- stated that, 
in general, rape is not acceptable, but stripped 
out rape as an "instrument to achieve political 
objectives." There was no mention left of gov- 
ernment "soldiers and militia members." 

Instead, the United Nations weakly says 
that rape should not be used "in conflict and 
related situations." 

Who crippled the original American draft 
language? Not surprisingly, it was the 43- 
nation African Group Coalition. Said South 
African ambassador Dumisnai Kumalo, 
America had created two categories of rape 
and the African delegates wanted "to balance 
the text by making certain that there was no 
politicization of rape." Huh? 

By leaving out rape sponsored by an indi- 
vidual state and its armed militia, the sover- 
eign criminal nation of Sudan was thereby not 
embarrassed, let alone the Belgian Congo. At 
first, there was a U.S. objection from Grover 
Joseph Rees II, our human-rights ambas- 
sador, saying that we would have preferred 
the original language. 

But Rees, a team player, added that the 
United States does welcome the final agree- 
ment by good old consensus. That way, dele- 
gates, though disagreeing, can still have a 
companionable lunch. If only John Bolton 
were still our man at the United Nations. 

After a critical New York Times editorial 
on the U.S.-abetted consensus, the U.S. per- 
manent representative to the United Nations, 
Zalmay Khalilzad, was heard from in a Nov. 
21 letter to the newspaper: "The United States 
did not fail. ... We are particularly pleased that 
the resolution requests the secretary general to 
report on situations in which rape is 'calculat- 
ed to humiliate, instill fear in, disperse and/or 
forcibly relocate’ members of opposition 
groups." 

To which nations might he be referring? 

Does Sudan simply "calculate" rape as a 
primary weapon in its genocide of black 
Muslims in Darfur? And is the world to take 
heart that U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon -- who has become the Alberto 
Gonzales of that organization -- is the author- 
ity to whom these reports are to be made? 

There are certainly committed and brave 
human-rights activists in Africa, but the conti- 
nent's leaders steadily fail to excoriate the 
monstrous Robert Mugabe, the terrorizer and 
starver of his people in Zimbabwe. 

At the next summit meeting of African 
leaders, I do not expect a resolution on the 
agenda to ask for accountability for heads of 
states or their armed opponents who have 
committed systematic crimes against the 
humanity of the people on that continent. For 
one example, on Nov. 1, Amnesty 
International reported: "Six years after the end 
of war in Sierra Leone, tens of thousands of 
women and girls who survived mass rapes, 
sexual slavery, forced pregnancy and other 
crimes of sexual violence continue to suffer as 
so-called 'rebel wives,...” 

There is no mention of Sierra Leone in the 
new U.N. resolution on rape. 

But Africa, of course, is not unique in the 
world as a haven for rape as a political 
weapon. On Dec. 8, 2004, in a report includ- 
ing rape as weapon of war, "Lives Blown 
Apart," Amnesty International revealed "a 
systematic pattern of abuse (of women) 
repeating itself in conflicts all over the world 
from Colombia, Iraq, Sudan, Chechnya, 
Nepal to Afghanistan and in 30 other ongoing 
conflicts. Despite promises, treaties and legal 
mechanisms, governments have failed to pro- 
tect women and girls from violence." 

Have there been any substantive changes 
for better or worse in this global pattern? The 
General Assembly of the United Nations or its 
Security Council are no more likely to seri- 
ously address itself to the conduct of those of 
its sovereign member nations committing 
these atrocities than they are likely to force 
Sudan's leader, Gen. Omar al-Bashir, to dis- 
band his Janjaweed militia, serious con- 
tenders for the world championship of mass 
raping. 

Says a villager in Darfur recently on PBS's 
"Frontline" ("On Our Watch"), "I was carry- 
ing my little baby on my back, and they shot 
him dead. After the child died, they pulled 
him away and raped me." 

I don't think this kept U.N. member al- 
Bashir awake that night.

About time for 
some budget honesty 


Just a month and half from now, with the holidays 
over and a new year dawning, Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger will present Californians a prelimi- 
nary version of the state's next budget. 

It's about time he told the truth: There is no hope of 
balancing this budget without either spending cuts or 
tax increases. That's now the obviously reality in the 
wake of a November report from the non-partisan state 
legislative analyst predicting the current budget will 
end up about $10 billion in the hole. It could be even 
worse if the housing and stock markets lose more 
ground than they already have. 

But don't expect such budget honesty from 
Schwarzenegger. He knows that the last governor who 
did something honest to balance a budget, Republican 
Pete Wilson, left office a very unpopular man. Wilson 
backed a $5 billion tax increase in 1991. 

Schwarzenegger also knows how badly budget hon- 
esty hurt Gray Davis, the man he ousted in the 2003 
recall election. Davis' honest revelations that the state 
was running at least $8 billion in the red weren't the 
main thing that got him kicked out, but the deficits 
surely didn't help. 

So Schwarzenegger has been dishonest about bud- 
gets from the get-go. Shortly after taking office, he cut 
$4 billion worth of car taxes and immediately began 
promoting $15 billion worth of "budget-balancing" 
bonds, vowing that once that money was in hand he 
would "throw away the credit card." 

He's done the opposite, pushing one bond issue 
after another since then and wanting to put more on 
next year's three statewide ballots. 

His last budget, passed two months after the legal 
deadline last summer, was as dishonest as anything 
he's done yet in the fiscal department. Immediately on 
signing it, he declared it "balanced." 

But within a few days, his own finance director 
Mike Genest estimated the spending plan would run at 
least $6 billion in the red. By October, Genest was say- 
ing the current budget might run a deficit as high as 
$8.6 billion, an estimate that turns out to be low. The 
actual deficit may top even the legislative analyst's fig- 
ure. "The revenue situation is not going to be as good 
as we had hoped," Genest allowed. 

That last sentence is the key to understanding 
what's been going on: Year after year, budgets have 
been based on hopes, not realities. 

So California has essentially been run by 
Panglossian fiscal "experts," the same type of people 
who figured the dot.com stock boom of the 1990s 
would last forever and later that the real estate boom 
of this decade would assure endless price increases 
with taxable profits. 

This year's budget had new kinds of fudge factors. 
Example: Officials "expected" to sell the state's stu- 
dent loan guarantor, EdFund, for $1 billion, but there 
have so far been no takers. 

So even though Schwarzenegger and the 
Legislature took money earmarked by law for high- 
ways and other transportation projects, even though he 
took money legally committed to state park mainte- 
nance and other specific purposes and plopped it into 
the general fund, he still has orchestrated yet another 
big-time deficit budget. 

But he doesn't talk about that. He okays new spend- 
ing and taxes as if no one will ever pay the piper, 
including a new $3 vehicle tax designed to produce 
hundreds of millions of dollars for research into alter- 
native fuels. Anybody want to bet this money won't 
also end up being stolen for the general fund in future 
years if needed to balance the budget? 

Honesty would mean going on television and 
telling the voters frankly that the factors propping up 
some previous state budgets are gone. Not many sell- 
ers are making taxable profits on houses or condo- 
miniums these days. The basics needed for a strong 
stock market and steady capital gain tax revenues are 
lacking, so any budget based on them will be wrong. 

But Schwarzenegger plainly has no strong impulse 
to admit these things, any more than he likes to discuss 
his own shortcomings. Instead, he's likely to produce 
a preliminary budget with few cuts or none at all and 
no calls for citizen sacrifice of any sort. 

Honesty would mean saying California either has to 
raise some taxes or give up some services. But 
Schwarzenegger doesn't want to face up to that. He'd 
rather leave it to his successor, whoever that might be. 

For if he's honest, he couldn't responsibly push for 
more and more bonds, with their constant interest pay- 
ments putting ever more pressure on budget after bud- 
get. 

The bottom line: It's about time Schwarzenegger 
stopped treating California's finances like a movie 
script that he can order rewritten to provide a happy 
ending without the slightest pain. Arnold, you're not in 
Hollywood any more, so it's time to stop playing 
make-believe.

clash as fans 
storm Vegas 
for big bout

LAS VEGAS — In one 
corner of the MGM Grand, 
jet-lagged English boxing 
fans in Manchester City jer- 
seys knock back pints in the 
early morning and burst into 
songs celebrating Ricky 
Hatton. 

In another corner of the 
bustling casino are hard-bit- 
ten American cowboys, many 
in garish rodeo shirts and 10- 
gallon hats. Their country- 
man, Floyd Mayweather Jr., is 
fighting in his adopted home- 
town — yet some of the good 
ol’ boys rubbing shoulders 
with the British lads are turn- 
ing into Hatton fans, one glass 
at a time. 

“All Americans will be 
Hatton fans as soon as they 
know Ricky,” said Trevor 
Smith, a pint-wielding busi- 
nessman from Manchester 
who flew into Vegas without a 
fight ticket simply for the fun 
of it. “He’s a people’s cham- 
pion. Nobody loves Floyd 
like we love Ricky — not 
even his mum.” 

The National Finals Rodeo 
is in town on fight weekend 
— and so is the circus, in the 
form of several thousand 
English supporters of the 
undersized, unbeaten welter- 
weight shooting for an 
improbable upset Saturday 
night in a meeting of unbeat- 
en fighters. 

Mayweather (38-0, 24 
KOs) says he’s the face of 
boxing and an A-list star after 
an outstanding year in and out 
of the ring. But the crackling 
atmosphere on the south end 
of the Las Vegas Strip is 
mostly due to the presence of 
Hatton (43-0, 31 KOs), the 
beloved brawler literally born 
with two black eyes, in the 
biggest fight of his career. 

From a technical stand- 
point, Mayweather’s superior 
size, reach and defensive 
skills make the WBC title 
fight a mismatch. But it’s not 
just the partying Brits who 
believe Hatton has a chance. 

After all, Mayweather’s 
calculated arrogance and 
Hatton’s humility contrast as 
sharply as the Man City’s 
sky-blue shirts and Wrangler 
jeans. Though Mayweather’s 
heart has rarely been ques- 
tioned, Hatton thinks his is 
bigger. 

“T ve still never, to this day, 
looked at myself as a star,” 
Hatton said. “When I’m walk- 
ing through the casino and I 
see my face on the posters and 
(painted) on the blackjack 
table (felt), I'm taking pic- 
tures. I don’t think I'll ever 
get used to it.” 

Thousands of British fans 
without tickets made the trip, 
with many lining up hours in 
advance for Friday’s free- 
admission weigh-in — their 
only chance to see Hatton. 
Ticket brokers already raised 
their prices above $40,000 for 


some seats 48 hours in 
advance. 
Mayweather claims he

“Not guilty,” says Barry

SAN FRANCISCO — 
Barry Bonds let one of his 
six lawyers say the words: 
“Not guilty.” 

No courtroom drama, no 
surprises. 

Flanked by an entourage 
of lawyers and family mem- 
bers, baseball’s home run 
king smiled, waved and 
made eye contact with fans 
Friday as he made his first 
court appearance since being 
charged with lying under 
oath about using steroids. 

Bonds’ new lawyer 
entered a not guilty plea in 
U.S. District Court to the 
four counts of perjury and 


one count of obstruction of 
justice contained in the Nov. 
15 indictment. 

Afterward, defense attor- 
ney Allen Ruby didn’t waste 
any time, saying he would 
soon ask a judge to toss out 
the case because of “defects” 
in the indictment. He 
declined to elaborate. 

If convicted, legal experts 
say Bonds could spend up to 
2 1/2 years in prison. 

The 43-year-old said little 
during the 30-minute hear- 
ing. He appeared relaxed as 
he smiled and chatted with 
his cadre of six attorneys. He 
then stood before the judge 
with his hands clasped 
behind his back and said:

“Tm Barry Bonds.” 

He was allowed to go free 
without posting any bail, but 
if he violates the terms of his 
release or misses any 
required court appearances, 
he’ll forfeit $500,000. A pre- 
trial hearing was scheduled 
for Feb. 7, but Bonds might 
not have to attend. 

“Barry Bonds is inno- 
cent,” Ruby told a crushing 
throng of television cameras 
and reporters outside the 
courthouse afterward. “He 
has trust and faith in the jus- 
tice system.” 

Bonds made a similar 
statement on his Web site. 

“T still have confidence in 
the judicial system and espe- 


cially in the judgment of the 
citizens who will decide this 
case,” he said. “And I know 
that when all of this is over, I 
will be vindicated because I 
am innocent. 

Prosecutors wanted Bonds 
to turn over his passport and 
restrict his travel within the 
United States. But the judge 
declined after Ruby said 
such a restriction would 
interfere with his ability to 
make a living, preventing 
him from going to Toronto to 
play for or against the Blue 
Jays. 

“Mr. Bonds is a Major 
League Baseball player,” 
Ruby said.

GLENDALE, Ariz. — 
Evgeni Nabokov shut out 
Phoenix for the third straight 
time as the San Jose Sharks beat 
the Coyotes 1-0 Friday night for 
their fourth straight victory.

With Campbell hurt, Redskins

LANDOVER, Md. — Not 
only did the Washington 
Redskins win with a new 
quarterback, it sure looked as 
if they had a new head coach. 

Was that really a Joe 
Gibbs team throwing all 
those passes when the 
Redskins were putting the 
game away in the fourth 
quarter?

On the field, Gibbs was 
coming under increasing 
scrutiny for his lackluster 
game management and for 


five blown halftime leads 
this season. 

Then came another huge 
piece of drama during the 
second quarter of Thursday’s 
game: Jason Campbell, who 
had taken every snap this 
season, was carted off with a 
dislocated left kneecap, the 
severity of which was to be 
determined with an MRI on 
Friday. 

Never mind. At least on 
this night. Collins, who had- 
n’t thrown a pass in a regu- 
lar-season game since 2004, 
went 15-for-20 for 224 yards 
and had his first two TD 
throws in five years. 

“I’ve been preparing as a 
No. 2 to get an opportunity 
for literally hundreds of 
games,” said the 36-year-old 
Collins, whose only season 


as a starter came with 
Buffalo in 1997. 

And, unlike Sunday, when 
the Redskins squandered an 
11-point lead against the 
Buffalo Bills by going into a 
shell, Collins kept throwing 
with a lead in the fourth 
quarter, and a 16-yard pass to 


Ladell Betts with 2:45 
remaining put the game 
away. 


“It was four weeks in a 
row we gave the game 
away,” said tight end Chris 
Cooley, who had 93 yards on 
five catches. “It was great we 
could come in and play the 
fourth quarter the way we 
did. It was a lesson learned 
from last week. We came out 
on that last drive and really

Tebow attempts 


history in New York

NEW YORK — A fresh- 
man or sophomore has never 
won the Heisman Trophy. 

Of course, there’s never 
been an underclassmen quite 
like Tim Tebow. Actually, 
Florida’s charismatic and 
multitalented quarterback has 
had a season like no other in 
major college football history. 

Tebow, a sophomore, is the 
favorite among four finalists 
who will be in New York for 
the Heisman presentation 
Saturday night. 

Arkansas running back 
Darren McFadden, last sea- 
son’s Heisman runner-up, is 
thought to be Tebow’s main 
competition. Hawaii quarter- 
back Colt Brennan and 
Missouri quarterback Chase 
Daniel are the other finalists. 

Conventional wisdom sug- 
gests Tebow’s class status 
would leave him at a disad- 
vantage against three upper- 
classmen, but Heisman voters 
have warmed up to the idea of 
voting for underclassmen over 
the years. 

“Tm still a college football 
player,” Tebow said Friday to 
a gathering of reporters at a 
hotel in Manhattan. “It does- 
n’t matter what year you are.” 

For decades, underclass- 
men were an afterthought at 
Heisman time. 

After SMU sophomore tail- 
back Doak Walker finished 
third in the Heisman voting in 
1947, the next underclassmen 
to break the top three was 
Georgia’s Hershel Walker, 
who finished third as a fresh- 
man in 1980 and second as a 
sophomore before winning it 
as a junior in 82. 

During most of those 35 
seasons, freshmen were ineli- 
gible to play. 

“Sophomores in the past, 
such as a deserving Doak 
Walker in ’47, for example, 
weren’t given proper consid- 
eration because freshmen 
weren’t eligible, and there 
was an obvious prejudice 
against youth,” author and 
sports writer Dan Jenkins, 
who is the historian for the 
National Football Foundation 
and College Football Hall of 
Fame, wrote in an e-mail to 
the AP. “Better to vote for 
somebody who had done 
more to ‘deserve’ it rather 
than a one-season guy.” 

After Herschel Walker, it 
was another 10 years by 
before an underclassmen 
made a serious run at the 
Heisman. In 1992, San Diego 
State sophomore Marshall 
Faulk finished second to 
Miami quarterback Gino 
Torretta. 

Since then, the combina- 
tion of scholarship limitations 
in big-time college football 
and early departures to the 
NFL have given underclass- 
men more opportunities to 
play. As a result, more have 
become Heisman contenders. 

“Sophomores today, having 
played as freshmen, are what 
juniors used to be,” Jenkins 
wrote. 

Michael Vick was a red- 
shirt freshman for Virginia 
Tech in 1999, when he fin- 
ished third. Florida quarter- 
back Rex Grossman was the 
runner-up to Nebraska’s Eric 
Crouch as a sophomore in 
2001. Two years later, 
Pittsburgh wide receiver 
Larry Fitzgerald was a sopho- 
more when he finished second 
to Oklahoma’s Jason White. 

Oklahoma’s Adrian 
Peterson became the first 
freshman to be the Heisman 
runner-up in 2004 and last 
year McFadden was a sopho- 
more when he finished second 
to Ohio State’s Troy Smith. 

Now here comes Tebow, 
already a folk hero in 
Gainesville, Fla., with a 
chance to become the third 
Florida Heisman winner, join- 
ing Steve Spurrier (1966) and 
Danny Wuerffel (1996), and 
do something no college foot- 
ball player has ever done — 
for the second time this year. 

Tebow exceeded the monu- 
mental expectations placed on 
him by adoring Gators fans in 
his first season as a starter. He 
became the first player to run 
for 20 touchdowns and throw 
20 touchdown passes in the 
same season. He accounted 
for 51 TDs overall, including 


a Southeastern Conference- 
record 22 on the ground. 

The 235-pound Tebow 
showed what he could do run- 
ning the ball last season as a 
part-time player, complement- 
ing senior quarterback Chris 
Leak and helping Florida win 
the national title. 

This season, in full control 
of Urban Meyer’s spread 
offense, Tebow has left no 
doubt he’s more than just a 
bruiser. Tebow is second in 
the country in passer rating 
(177.9), with 3,132 yards and 
29 touchdown passes. 

Tebow is visiting New 
York for the first time. His 
parents and four siblings will 
be joining him, including his 
sister, Christy Allen, who has 
been doing missionary work 
in Bangladesh and only found 
out Thursday she could make 
the trip. 

“Im not going to try to 
worry about (the Heisman) 
too much and just have fun 
and enjoy the experience and 
let that all work out,” Tebow 
said. 

While Tebow is a quarter- 
back who runs with a full- 
back’s abandoned, McFadden 
is a tailback with some quar- 
terback skills. 

The junior ran for 1,725 
yards and often lined up at 
quarterback in Arkansas’ Wild 
Hog formation. Taking shot- 
gun snaps, McFadden can 
keep the ball and go, pitch it 
or handoff to another runner 
or put it up. He’s completed 
six throws this season, four 
for touchdowns. 

Brennan and Daniel are 
more conventional quarter- 
backs, relatively speaking. 

Brennan, a senior, threw 
for 4,174 yards and 38 touch- 


downs directing unbeaten 
Hawaii’s run-and-shoot 
offense. Daniel, a junior, 


passed for 4,170 yards and 33 
touchdowns working out of 
the Tigers’ spread formation. 

As tough as Tebow is, he 
played a game in high school 
on a broken leg, don’t be sur- 
prised if he sheds a few tears 
if he wins the Heisman. 

“I am soft like that,” he 
said.

Bonds 
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Bonds, who played the past 
15 seasons in San Francisco, 
is a free agent. His agent said 
Thursday he spoke formally to 
24 teams at baseball’s winter 
meetings this week. One pos- 
sible destination for Bonds is 
across the bay with the 
Oakland Athletics, who open 
the 2008 season against the 
Boston Red Sox in Japan. 

The indictment charges 
Bonds with lying when he tes- 
tified he never knowingly 
used performance-enhancing 
drugs, even though prosecu- 
tors say he flunked a private 
steroids test in 2000. Bonds’ 
personal surgeon, Dr. Arthur 
Ting, collected the blood sam- 
ple and is expected to be 
called as a witness if Bonds’ 
case goes to trial. 

Former Giants teammates 
and other players, including 
Gary Sheffield and Jason 
Giambi, also could testify at 
the trial, which wouldn’t 
begin until late next year at 
the earliest. 

Investigators also say they 
seized other evidence, includ- 
ing an alleged “doping calen- 
dar” maintained by Bonds’ 
personal trainer Greg 
Anderson, who spent about a 
year in jail for refusing to help 
investigators. 


Anderson, who was 
released after Bonds was 
indicted, still could be called 
to testify at the trial. His 
lawyer said Friday that 
Anderson will again refuse, 
meaning prosecutors could 
ask the judge to send him back 
to prison for contempt. 

“I fully expect the govern- 
ment to start ratcheting up the 
pressure on Greg,” attorney 
Mark Geragos said. “He will 
never cooperate with the gov- 
ernment. He doesn’t trust 
them.” 

Bonds’ new defense team, 
assembled in the days leading 
up to his first court appear- 
ance, is expected to attack the 
credibility of some of the gov- 
ernment’s key witnesses, 
including Bonds’ former mis- 
tress and a one-time business 
partner who had a bitter split 
with the slugger over memo- 
rabilia sales. 

Legal experts also say the 
reliability of the drug test, 
seized during a raid of the 
BALCO steroids lab, will be 
subject to fierce scrutiny by 
Bonds’ lawyers. 

Bonds quietly turned him- 
self in to U.S. Marshals on 
Thursday to be booked and 
have his mug shot taken, a 
process that typically occurs 
the same day as a defendant’s 
initial appearance. 

He arrived at the court- 
house Friday in a black sports- 
utility vehicle with his wife,

Liz. He pushed through the 
crowd of reporters and 
onlookers, went through the 
security checkpoint and made 
his way to the 19th floor 
courtroom with his legal team 
amid a heavy security pres- 
ence. 

Bonds, who wore a dark 
blue suit and tie, quietly 
answered “yes” when asked if 
he understood his right to 
counsel. If he couldn’t afford 
a lawyer, the federal magis- 
trate judge told him, one 
would be appointed for him. 

Bonds, who made nearly 
$20 million last year playing 
for the Giants, was flanked by 
six private lawyers, including 
high-priced criminal defense 
attorneys Ruby and Cristina 
Arguedas, and noted appellate 
specialist Dennis Riordan. 

Bonds, long represented by 
local attorney Michael Rains, 
added the new lawyers to his 
team for their federal court 
experience, which Rains 
lacks. 

Arguedas and her firm rep- 
resented several athletes 
called to testify before the 
BALCO grand jury, and 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Matt 
Parrella told the judge there 
was “a potential conflict of 
interest with some of the attor- 
neys,” though he didn’t name 
them. 

Parrella said he would file 
court papers on the issue, 
which could be debated at the 


Feb. 7 hearing. If so, Bonds 
would be required to attend 
because he might have to for- 
mally waive any conflict con- 
cerns. Otherwise, the judge 
said Bonds could skip that 
hearing. 

In the courthouse lobby 
after the hearing, Bonds ran 
up to and hugged an elderly 
woman with a walker who had 
been denied entrance because 
she lacked the proper security 
clearance. “Hey, that’s my 
aunt,” Bonds shouted. 

It was Rosie Bonds 
Kreidler, sister of Bonds’ 
father, ex-major leaguer 
Bobby Bonds. The two chat- 
ted for about 10 minutes, and 
she showed him newspaper 
clips and other mementos 
from his career. Then Bonds 
hugged her again and said 
goodbye. 

As Bonds emerged from 
the courthouse, a small gath- 
ering of fans chanted “Barry, 
Barry.” He navigated the 
crush of cameras, waved to 
his supporters and departed 
with his wife in the black 
SUV. 

Across the street, a tire 
store marquee noted for its 
quirky quotations echoed the 
sentiments of many Giants 
fans, who remained loyal to 
Bonds even as he chased base- 
ball’s career home run mark 
amid steroid allegations and 
the scorn of fans almost 
everywhere else: 

“Say it ain’t so, Barry.”

threw the ball down the field. 
We opened it up. We did what 
we feel we do best. It was 
awesome.” 

The victory moved the 
Redskins (6-7) within a half- 
game of the leading teams 
competing for the second 
wild-card berth in the 
mediocre NFC. The Bears (5- 
8), meanwhile, appear done 
the latest Super Bowl run- 
ner-up to come back with a 
dud of a season. 

“With all the expectations 
we had, with all we believed 
we could do, it’s been bad,” 
defensive end Alex Brown 
said.

Grossman’s replacement, 
Brian Griese, threw intercep- 
tions on consecutive passes in 
the second quarter, both 
picked off by Shawn Springs. 
The cornerback returned the 
first 53 yards, setting up 
Collins’ 21-yard touchdown 
pass to another backup, tight 
end Todd Yoder, to put 
Washington ahead 7-0. 

Griese finished 21-for-45 
for 295 yards and raised his 
interception total to 12 in 
seven appearances this sea- 
son. 

For that matter, the game 
was rife with blunders, per- 
haps because of the cold 
weather, perhaps because of 
the short week, or simply per- 
haps because neither team has 
been very good.

“He'll say, “I’ve always 
dealt with pressure.’ Well, 
you have, but not always 
very well, and usually by the 
skin of your teeth.” 

Though Mayweather was 
busy pirouetting on “Dancing 
With the Stars” for part of the 
fall, he accepted the fight 
with Hatton when the British 
champion criticized 
Mayweather’s style after his 
most recent victory. 

Their media tour was pre- 
dictably acrimonious, and 
both fighters claimed they 
saw fear in the other’s eyes 
during a scuffle at their news 
conference Wednesday. 
Roger Mayweather, the

I 
think he’s a little star-struck 
to be in the ring with me.”

No clear signal on pledge challenge from appeals court

Inside an ornate marble 
courtroom in San Francisco, 
one of the nation’s most per- 
sistent atheists tried yet again 
Tuesday to persuade a federal 
appeals court to strike down 
the Pledge of Allegiance in 
public schools. 

But based an hour of legal 
sparring and occasional mus- 
ings about the meaning of 
God in public life, it is a 
tossup as to whether the 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
will take the same tack as five 
years ago, when it found the 
pledge in school unconstitu- 
tional because it contains the 
phrase “under God.” 

A three-judge panel 
appeared divided on the latest 
legal challenge to the pledge, 
mounted by Sacramento athe- 
ist Michael Newdow, who has 
been on a crusade to remove 
the morning ritual from class- 
rooms because he argues it 
amounts to government- 
backed religion in public 
school. Newdow also argued a 
separate case Tuesday before 
the 9th Circuit in which he 
maintains the “In God We 
Trust” motto on U.S. money 
also violates the separation of 
church and state. 

“This is not a case of peo- 
ple who believe in God vs. 
people who don't believe in 
God,” Newdow told the 
judges, referring to the pledge 
challenge. “This is a case 
about treating people equally.” 

Newdow’s return to the 9th 
Circuit is the latest twist in a 
legal saga that has struck a 
patriotic nerve across the 
country. In 2002, a divided 9th 
Circuit panel struck down the 
pledge, finding that the addi- 
tion of the “under God” 
phrase crossed the legal line 
separating church and state. 
But the U.S. Supreme Court 
nullified the ruling two years 
later on procedural grounds, 
leaving the central issue unre- 
solved. 

Newdow then resurrected 
his challenge, suing a 
Sacramento area school dis- 
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trict on behalf of an atheist 
family with a child in elemen- 
tary school. Sacramento fed- 
eral judge Lawrence Karlton 
sided with him in 2005, rely- 
ing on the reasoning of the 9th 
Circuit’s 2002 ruling. 

The Bush administration 
and the Rio Linda Union 
School District appealed that 
decision to the 9th Circuit, 
prompting Tuesday proceed- 
ings. The case could provide 
the Supreme Court an oppor- 
tunity to address the issue 
directly, settling a legal and 
political debate that has lin- 
gered since Congress added 
the “under God” language to 
the pledge in 1954 at the 
height of the war on commu- 
nism. 

Schoolchildren throughout 
the 9th Circuit, which covers 
California and eight other 
states, can still recite the 
pledge because Karlton’s rul- 
ing has been put on hold while 
the appeal proceeds. 

Justice Department lawyers 
and lawyers for the school dis- 
trict argue that Karlton erred 
by relying on a 9th Circuit rul- 
ing that had been overturned 
by the Supreme Court. They 
also insist that the pledge is a 
patriotic exercise, similar to 
the Declaration of 
Independence, not govern- 
ment endorsed religion. 

“The pledge is more akin to 
the Declaration and_ the 
national anthem than it is to 
the lord’s prayer or the Ten 
Commandments,” Gregory 
Katsas, a deputy assistant 
attorney general, told the 
judges. 

Judge Stephen Reinhardt, 
the 9th Circuit’s leading liber- 
al and a member of the 2-1 
majority that declared the 
pledge unconstitutional in 
2002, appeared receptive 
again to Newdow’s position. 
Reinhardt openly questioned 
how adding God to the pledge 
contributes to its patriotic 
message, noting that he recit- 
ed the pledge as a child with- 
out that language. 

“Why is this teaching patri- 
otism?” the 76-year-old 
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Reinhardt asked. 

Judge Carlos Bea, mean- 
while, peppered Newdow 
with tough questions suggest- 
ing he believes the pledge can 
be recited as is. Bea referred 
to the fact that the pledge is 
voluntary because the law for- 
bids schools from forcing 
children to recite the pledge if 
it is against their beliefs. 

“What’s wrong with a child 
stepping outside the class- 
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room and not participating in 
the pledge?” Bea said to 
Newdow. 

The swing judge on the 
case appears to be Dorothy 
Nelson, a Carter appointee 
who sent conflicting signals 
on the issue. She appeared 
sympathetic to the argument 
that the pledge and its mes- 
sage are rooted in American 
history, which is replete with 
references to God. 


But she also pressed the 
school district’s lawyer when 
he maintained that the pledge 
simply helps teach patriotism. 

“Would it be any less patri- 
otic if the words ‘under God’ 
were removed?” Nelson 
asked. 

In addition to the pledge 
case, the three judges sent 
mixed signals on Newdow” 
argument that “In God We 
Trust” is government-backed 
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religion. While the judges 
expressed some support for 
the theory, they also noted that 
there is powerful and direct 
legal precedent against 
Newdow, including a 1970 9th 
Circuit ruling rejecting the 
same claim. 

There is no timetable on 
when the 9th Circuit will rule 
in the two cases. Both sides 
have indicated they will 
appeal if they lose. 
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
